dy newspaper serving the Noriway- 
Paris area last week did a dis- 
genviice t0 a vast majority of the 
teachers in S. A, D. 44, Anyone 
reading the article citing com- 
plaints regarding a teacher’s mo- 
ality, and having no knowledge 
of District 44 would tend to paint 
all the male teachers with the 
same brush, : 

It is unfortunate: that the ap- 
parent sourice, of statements that 
were the story’s basis was five- 
month School Director Merion 
Brown of Bethel who with eight 
years of public service as Bethel’s 
Town Clerk possibly should have 
realized that complaints of this 
nature are to be referred to the 
proper authority for investigation, 
as public boards frequently are 
required to sit in a quasi-judicial 
‘capacity in such matters. Mem- 
bers of a School Board have no 
authority as individuals except as 
might be delegated by the Direr- 
tors acting im concert. In fairness 
Lo Mr. Brown, it should be noted 


. that it was his belief that he was 


not to be identified as the source 
of any information, The mere iden- 
tification of him as a Board mem- 
ber, to the uninitiated, tends: to lend 
teredentce to any statement. 

Personnel matters, particularly 
at the investigative stage, in our 
opinion, have no place on the pag- 
es of a newspaper. This type of 
reporting tends. to prejudge a po- 
tential defendant, and all of the 
penson’s colleagues, if the accused 
is unnamed. 

We certainly do not condone the 
alleged wrongdoing, a teacher haw- 
ing sexual contact with a. student, 
but do submit that being to an 
extent ia microcasm of society, 
the. profession has its share of 
bad “apples” and “applesses’’. 
Those who are not as sophisticat- 
ed as they purport to be and who 
are unable to conform to a societal 
behavioral norm, should be weed- 
ed out. The other teachers of the 
District should not have to bear 
the onus of a vague identification 
as “‘staff member’ in the public 
print. : : 

The fact that this, sitwation re- 
portedly has been resolved will 
probably be a disappointment to 
those among us who take wica- 
rious pleasure in this type of is- 
sue. These “reformers”, ‘‘view- 
ens with alarm’, and ‘‘moaners 
and groaners’’ will be the unhap- 
piest inhabitants of any future 
Utopila where they will have noth- 
ing to complain, about. jkb:

SUMMER NEARLY OVER — 
GET READY FOR WINTER 
Summer and the vacation season 
are fast drawing to a close and 
thousands of area summer homes 
and cottages. will be vaicated, Ox- 
ford County Sheriff Alton Howe 
urges these property owners to 
allow sufficient time to apply a 
few checks, to properly secure 


their property against weather and - 


intrusion by animals and human 
beings. 

' The roof should be checked for 
leaks; the edges to make sure they 


‘are properly nailed down; ‘the 


chimney for loose mortar, that 
would indicate it could become a 
victim of high winds. The chimney 
opening should be covered with a 
sereen or cover, to prevent birds 
and rodents from getting into the 
cottage. These creatures cam be 
just as destructave as human van- 
ar 

A ‘check of floors, wail bases, 
etic., should be made for holes 
that would provide entry to: rats, 
mice and other members of the 
rodent family, 

Door and window locks should 
be in working condition; broken 
window panes should be replaced. 

Sheriff Howe stated the crime 
of burglary and theft is still the 
Number One property crime in 
Oxford County; property owners 
should make every effort to. apply 
preventive. measures against bur- 
glary and theft. 

Valuable articles that are small 
in’ size, should be taken home, 
placed in a bank vault or Left with 
relatives) and/or friends: in the 
farea, Firearms amd liquor should 
always be removed from the cot- 
tage at the close of the season, Tio 
leave these items on the premises 
is an invitation to burglars. Wood 
stoves: are still a prime target; 
grates and stove covers should be 
taken home, An incomplete stove 
is less likely to be stolen. Proper- 
ty deft in the summer residence 
should be inventoried, room by 
room; a copy of the inventory 
should be left with a relative or 
friend in the immediate area. The 
items left should be marked with 


the owner’s mark, be it his date of | 


birth, operatior’s license number, 
etc.; it is very important that the 
owner be able to positively identi- 
fy hig property if it is stolen and 
recovered, Special:  atttention 
should be given to antiques; an- 
tiques should be photographed in. 
color; marked for identification 
with an engraving tool or with in- 
visible ink. The owner should be 
sure to record where on each item 
he placed his mark, espelcially if 
he used an invisible ink, A set 
of the photographs and a copy of 
the inventory are usually left with 
the area relative, friend or care- 
taker. The Sheriff stressed the im- 
portance of having these items av- 
ailable should a burglary and theft 
occur. An area relative, friend or 
caretaker to check on, the property 
is a good investment, the Sheriff 
stated.
